The actual name West Ham United, didn’t eventuate until 
July 5th 1900, since they were originally called the Thames 
Ironworks Football Club, after London’s last surviving 
premium shipbuilding company situated in Canning Town, 
West Ham. 

The club was formed by Thames Ironworks owner Arnold F. 
Hills in the summer of 1895, and played their first games in 


Tottenham and Southampton. 

But although the team was successful, they were not able to 
attract a following at their new Memorial Grounds complex 
which was also home to a popular cycle race track. 

Tn an effort to involve the local community, Hills severed the 
football club from the Ironworks and created a limited company 
called West Ham United. 

In season 1901-02 the team finished fourth in the league which 
produced a small profit and season ticket sales doubled for the 
(ollowing season. But the following three years saw the club 


of around 50% and then a diop in the sale of season tickets 

However a daring move to the Boleyn Ground, Upton Park in 
May 1904, proved to be the foundation of its success as a 
professional club, Their first home game was a 3-0 win against 
Millwall in the Southern League, and the first significant victory 
was in February 1911 when they defeated Manchester United in 
an FA Cup tie in front of a club record attendance of 24,800. 

In that same year, George K. Webb became West Ham’s first 
player capped for England, 

In August 1919, West Ham entered the big time by joining the 
Foothall League second division. In 1923, they won promotion 
after finishing in second position, and also featured in the first 
FA Cup final at Wembley, where they lost to Bolton Wanderers 
24. 

They were relegated in 1932, and 
did pot return to the top league until 
1958. The following year they were 
able to buy the Boleyn Ground for 
30,000 pounds. 

In Mareh 1961, Ron Greenwood 
replaced Ted Fenton as manager 
who had held the position since 
1948. In May 1964, the Hammers 
won their first FA Cup final when 
they defeated Preston North End 3- 
2 


This enabled them to compete in 
the Eurepean inners Cup which they also won, a quality 2- 
0 victory against TSV Munich 1860 that was played at Wembley. 
In 1966, West Ham players Bobby Moore, Martin Peters and 
Geoff Hurst featured strongly in England's triumph in the World 
Cup tournament. In the final against West Germany, Hurst (3) 
and Peters (1) were the goalscorers in a 4-2 and it was 
skipper Moore who lifted the Jules Rimet Trophy- 

Billy Bonds arrived at West Ham in 1967 and as history shows, 
made’a substantial contribution to the club with close to 800 
appearances and then became manager for four years until last 
Season. He was replaced by the club’s eighth manager, former 
wizard of the wing Harry Redknapp. 

Their current record attendance is 42,322 which saw them 
play Tottenham Hotspur on October 17, 1970. Their next 
achievement was another FA Cup win, this time a 2-0 result in 
1975 against Fulham who by the cutest of coincidences, lined up 
with Bobby Moore. They won the Cup again in 1980 whilst in 
Division Two after dropping down two years earlier 

‘A single goal scored by Trevor Brooking was enough to beat 
London rivals Arsenal. The team was led by John Lyall who 
replaced Ron Greenwood in May 1977. 

in the Cup Winners Cup the following year, West Ham were 
forced to play the second leg of their game against Spanish side 
Castilla behind closed doors. Writers labelled it as the ‘ghost 
match’. UEFA issued the punishment following the behaviour of 
a few club supporters in Madrid a fortnight earlier. 

In 1981, West Ham returned to Division One but lost to 
Liverpool in a League Cup final replay, after the first game was 
drawn at 1-1. 

In 1986, the Hammers achieved their highest position to date, 
when they finished third in the first division. They were 
relegated in 1989, returned in 1991 where they also made the 
semi-final of the FA Cup, only to drop down once more the 
following season. 

They returned to the top flight in season 1992/93 and have 
since been struggling again, Their only shining light for 1995 is 
that their Boleyn Ground complex has improved dramatically, 
the now all-seater will hold nearly 26,000. 

It’s been 15 years since they last saw any silverware. 
years since they enjoyed a healthy position in the top league. No 
doubt their multitude of followers believe it ix time this was

KENNETT WANTS 
2006 WORLD CUP 


Victorian Premier Jeff Kennett 
(right) said last week he would 
support an Australian bid to host 
the 2006 World Cup but said the 
chances were “fundamentally 
zilch” if Japan won the rights to 
the 2002 event. 

Mr Kennett last year embarrassed 
Australian soccer officials when the 
Victorian government independently 
approached soccer’s world ruling 
body FIFA to host the 2002 World 
Cup. 

Mr Kennett dismissed his statement 
as “not very knowledgeable”, 

The Premier said Australia had 
missed its best chance by not bidding 
for 2002. 

“Well, 1 can only say to George, 
welcome aboard,” he told reporters: 

“Tre is now being decided where 
2002 will be played and there is a very 
good chance if it goes to Japan that 


they won’t play the next cup feur 
years later in the same sector of the 
world. 


“We should have gone for 2002 but 
the soccer officials, the past soccer 
Officials who are no longer there, 
quite inappropriately did a deal that 
excluded us from competing.” 

The Australian Soccer Federation 
supported Japan’s bid to host the 
tournament. 

Mr Kennett said he planned to 
attend the Australian Soccer 
Federation forum and would 
encourage the nation’s leading 
coaches, players and administrators 
who will consider the feasibility of 
hosting the World Cup in 11 years: 

“But in terms of the order of 
possibilities (for) 2006, if Japan wins 
the 2002 rights, the probabilities are 
fundamentally zilch.” 

France is hosting the 1998 World 
Cup and Japan is a favourite to be 
chosen as the venue for the 2002 
event.

“] decided at the start 
of last year that this year 
would be my last and the 
way things panned out, 
now is as good a time as 
any to retire,” Melta said. 

“With the players 
around (Adelaide City) at 
the moment, I think it’s 
going to be a new era for 
soccer in South 
Australia, Pye think Pve 
had my turn. I’ve had a 
fantastic innings.” 

He said his privately 
run hairdressing salon 
and his family also 
needed more of his 
attention,

NSL player of the year 
in 1984, Melta won the

Matic, who will coach 
City for the last time in 
the match against Forest 
and also played with 
Melta in the early days 
of the NSL, said the 
defender’s decision to 
retire was a terrible loss 
to the club. 

“]t’s a sad day but the 
day had to come,” Matic 
said, 

“Pye played the game 
with a lot of players and 
coached a lot of players 
but no-one is more 
devoted to a club than 
Serge,” he said. 

Melta said having the 
SA Soccer Federation 
name the award for the 
best player in the state 
league after him was the 
greatest personal honour 
he had received in the 
sport. 

While he said he had 
no intention of being 
involved in top level 
soccer for at least two 
years, Melta added he 
could return to the game 
asa coach one day. 

“Coaching’s an option. 
A lot of players get out 
of the game and don’t 
come back,” he said. 

“The game has given 
me so much pleasure —I 
think I need to put 
something back.”

Also, the number of 
Olyroos and Socceroos 
who are graduates of the 
AIS is perhaps the best 
case of action speaking 
louder than words.

"In particular I am 
delighted with the support 
of the national coaches 
Eddie Thomson and Les

as Branco Cullina, 
Dave Ratcliffe, 
Berti Mariani,

“They realise the value 
our players have and what 
future value they will 
have for them.” 

Of the Young 
Socceroos who recently 
played in Qatar eight of 
the starting 11 were 
Tecent graduates of the 
AIS (Bolton, Plesa, 
Rudan, Bilokapic, Skoko, 
Enes, Middelby and of 
course Viduka). This 
youth side that destroyed 
Germany is living proof 
that our young players 
from the AIS and NSL 
clubs are on the right 
path. 

Ned Zelic himself a 
graduate of the AIS said, 
“There were only three or 
four Bundesliga players 
missing and if you 
remember that Germany 
has a massive population, 
with football as the 
number one sport then I 
was so proud of the lads. I 
think it is stupid to 
devalue our performance 
by saying it wasn’t the 
Germans full team. 

“They have hundreds of 
full-time pros to pick 
from and it is a bit of a 
naive criticism to say that 
Germany relies on three 
or four players. 

"Anyway we didn’t 
have Aloisi or Moore! So 
it wasn’t our full team. I 
thought the Young 
Socceroos were great in 
Qatar and I reckon I 
could be playing against 
some of them quite 
soon.” 

The conveyor belt of 
players is continuing to 
produce players and with 
the introduction of the 
ITC programs at state 
levels and the importance 
placed on youth 
development at NSL clubs 
we will see more and 
more quality players 
being produced and very 
few will be missed from 
the talent search. 

The overseas exodus 
has in its own way been a 
boon to young players as 
they are getting a chance 
at the highest level 


earlier. It is too easy to 
jump on the nostalgia 
bandwagon and say the 
NSL is not as good as it

used to be. 

T recently spoke to two 
ex-NSL players with a 
couple of hundred games 
between them (Tony 
Henderson and Tom 
Sermanni) and they both 
said the same thing, that 
whilst the “star” such as 
Vieri or Marton is 
missing the younger 
Australian Player is now 
light years ahead in both 
technique and fitness to 
those playing in their days 
and the league is so much 
faster. 

Neither would have 
fancied playing against 
Rudan or Viduka and our 
most capped (and 
undervalued) star John 
Kosmina said he is 
genuinely envious of 
the kids today and 
looks forward to his 
son grasping the 
opportunities 
available.

This was to be the year 
Gully reclaimed the place it 
once owned at the top of the 
Victorian tree a decade or 
more ago.

“It's no more Mr. nice 
guy, Pm going to be a 
bastard now,” said Taylor in 
the wake of Gully’s last gasp 
loss to Doncaster Rovers 
recently: 

“I’ve tried to treat (the 
players) like adults, but...”, 
he trailed off in frustration. 

Taylor and the club have 
already wielded the big stick 
in a bid to shake off the poor 
form. 

The second year coach 
had his charges on the track 
for training five nights last 
week — and attendance was 
compulsory. 

For its part, the club has 
told the players that if the 
on-field struggle continues it 
will be the players and not 
the coach in the firing line. 

“We had a good talk with 
the players and they know 
where they stand,” said 
Farrugia. 

“They know that if they 
don’t perform we will have 
to go out and get players 
who will. 

“The players are being | 
held responsible and there is 
NO question about Chris 
(Taylor) staying on, 

“If they followed his 
instructions things wouldn’t 
be as bad as they are and 
maybe our squad just isn’t as 
ood as we thought it was.”

mighty Gully. 


In tandem with the 
magnificent new facilities 
and the boom bought 
about by poker machines 
at the social club, the 
Cavs had a huge tumover 
of players in the off 
season.

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Nit Women’s State League 
defending champion Sydney 
Olympic has scored a major coup by 
signing former Socceroo Gerry 
Gomez earlier this month as their 
coach for the remainder of the 1995 
season, 

Gomez joins the growing trend of top 
flight male footballers now bringing their 
knowledge and experience to the ranks of 
elite women’s soccer. Other recent 
examples include Tom Sermanni 
(National Coach); Jeff Olver and Paul 
Wade (Victorian State Team/ITC), Mark 
Jones and Clint Gosling (NNSW ITC), 
Mike Milovanovic (ACT ITC). 

Recently back in Australia following a 
full-time playing stint in Malaysia, 
Gomez’s introduction to women’s soccer 
happened quite by chance. A conversation 
with World Cup team member Denie 
Pentecost, doing some work at Gomez's 
Sydney clothing business, led to him 
taking some sessions with the club, and 
accepted the offer to stay. 

Gomez admits he knew little of 
women’s soccer previously, and is 
excited to be taking on the new 
challenge. “As a player, I never really 
heard much about women's soccer,” said 
Gomez. “I was quite unaware of the 
standard. Now I have changed my whole 
view of women’s football. I have been 
pleasantly surprised — there is some 
good talent out there.” 

Still making an impression on the field 
as a player, Gomez has had little time for 
coaching before now, and the 
appointment at Sydney Olympic is his 
first top level coaching assignment. 
Gomez has tong considered a career in 
coaching, and already holds Level 2 
qualifications. He has registered to 
undertake his Level 3 in October this 
year. 

“This is a new challenge for me,” said 
Gomez. “I am now able to put into 
practice all [ have learnt through the 
courses, plus draw on my experience as a

player. And it’s exciting because I’m 
learning from them too.” 

Two matches into the job, Gomez has 
suffered two losses, but remains 
optimistic. The all-conquering side of last 
season has seen change this season, the 
club having lost a large number of that 
champion team through different 
circumstances. Joining Olympic mid- 
season has now meant a period of 
adjustment for all. And missing now of 
course are World Cup players Julie 
Murray and Pentecost. 

“Coming here mid-season, I am still 
getting to know the players and their 
qualities,” said Gomez. “But I can see 


some good talent here. It’s very different 
coaching females — I’m quite impressed 
with their attitude and willingness to learn. 

“Losing the two Australian players had 
unbalanced the team a little, and their 
replacements need to believe in 
themselves more,” he added. “We’ve had 
two defeats, but the players have shown 
some character, coming back from 
behind to fight it out for the final result.” 
Gomez is confident the next two to three 
weeks will see an improved performance. 

With an impressive record to maintain, 
having been at the top for the last few 
seasons, Gomez and his charges have till 
the desire to be there and at least qualify

ustralia women’s soccer coach 
Aton Sermanni does not have 
happy memories of Kilmarnock’s 
ground in Scotland.

With the United defence in 
tatters, Jackson cut inside 
Gary Pallister and crossed to 
Stuart who rifled a first-time 
drive against the bar. The ball 
bounced out to Rideout who 
headed it high into the net 
beyond Steve Bruce, helpless 
‘on the goal-line.

oc Royle admitted 

during the build-1 
Saturday’s F.A. Cup final 
that when he took over as 
Everton manager in 
November he had “no idea 
just how bad things were” 
at the club. 

After beating Manchester 
United 1-0 in the final they 
have rarely been any better. 

Royle, who made his 
debut for Everton as a 16- 
year-old and who became a 
hero to the fans for his 
powerful displays as a 
forward in the 1960s and 
1970s, took over a team 
jacking passion and heart. 

They were anchored to 
the bottom of the premier 
league with only one win 
from their opening 14 
matches. 

While outgoing manager 

ike Walker had never 

Settled into Goodison Park, 

‘oyle, who had been away 

from the place for 20 years, 
ever really left. 

Saturday"s Cup final 

ticcess by the team he 
dubbed “The Dogs of 


Joe Royle: Everton old boy brings success, 


War” for the way they battle 
and chase seemingly lost 
causes, completed a 
remarkable fairytale for the 
club — and one that he 
largely created himself. 
Everton tegard 
themselves as one of the 
“Big Five’ of English soccer, 


although their performances 
on the pitch have rarely 
borne out that boast in 
Tecent years, 

But since Royle took 
over, Everton have lost only 
six games, 

They ended the season 
with seven clean sheets in 


eight games — “European 
form,” beamed Royle. 

Looking back to the dark 
days of November, Royle 
said: “The first thing we had 
to do was learn how to get a 
win or a draw when we were 
playing badly. The team had 
lost the winning habit.” 

Royle’s success on 
Saturday was all the sweeter 
in that it avenged two heart- 
breaking defeats inflicted on 
him by Manchester United 
when he was Oldham 
manager, 

In 1990 and 1994 United 
beat Oldham twice in F.A, 
Cup semi-final replays. Last 
year Royle was just 60 
seconds away from taking 
Oldham to the Cup final 
when Mark Hughes 
equalised for United. 

“T was very nervous for 
the last five minutes today 
thinking that history might 
repeat itself,” said Royle, 
“put thankfully it didn't.” 

Everton has not won a 
trophy since lifting the 

Cup Winners’ Cup 
in 1985 but now, with new 


owner Peter Johnson 
promising to put some big 
money into re-building the 
side, a bright new future 
beckons. 

Seeing the way Everion 
demolished Tottenham 4-1 in 
the semi-final and beat 
United on Saturday it was 
difficult to believe that they 
had spent most of the season 
battling to avoid relegation. 

“This is a big club and we 
must make sure that we 
never allow ourselves to slip 
so low again,” said Royle. 
“Avoiding relegation last 
week was wonderful and a 
major step forward — 
winning the Cup is the icing 
on the cake,” 

The turning moment of 
Saturday's match came when 
Paul Rideout, who once 
scored a hat-trick at 
Wembley for England 
Schoolboys, headed the only 
goal after 30 minutes. 

But the turning point of 
the season can be traced 
back to the day Royle 
walked back into Goodison 
Park as manager. 


Royle left Duncan 
Ferguson, the club’s four 
million pounds sterling 


signing, on the substitutes’ 
bench because of his lack of 
match fitness after a double 
hemia operation. 

He left his most likely 
replacement — Nigerian 
World Cup player Daniel 
Amokachi — on the bench 
as well, preferring the 
tenacious Stuart. Both 
Ferguson and Amokachi 
appeared in the second half 
but neither man could add 
the second goal which would 
have spared Everton such a 
nerve-jangling eriding. 

Ferguson preferred Nicky 
Butt to Giggs in his starting 
line-up because Giggs was not 
fully match fit following a 
hamstring injury. 

Everton, with Stuart, Joe 
Parkinson and especially 
Limpar out-thinking and out- 
battling Ince and Roy Keane 
in midfield, dominated the 
opening 15 minutes. 

But it was lucky not to fall 
behind when Lee Sharpe 
fluffed a clearcut scoring 
chance, mis-hitting with only 
Southall to beat. 

Bruce hurt his right 
hamstring making a clearance. 
after 21 minutes and, although 
he battled on for the rest of the 
half, Giggs replaced him at the 
start of the second half. 

Giggs gave his side more 
impetus but Everton’s overall 
appetite for the fray, 
exemplified by captain Dave 
Watson who was named as the

The club’s 81-year-wait for 
the English soccer 


aamyibaet ended ‘last week, 
but not before the season had 
taken one more final dramatic 
twist. 

It had already produced 
enough to stretch the emotions 
to breaking point during the 
last 10 months of sleaze, 
scandal and sometimes superb 
Soccer. 

With less than a minute to 
play, league leader Blackburn 
went 2-1 down to Liverpool, 
stunning its players and 
supporters alike, 

“T thought my heart had 
stopped beating when they 
scored,” said Blackburn's 
owner Jack Walker later. 

But by then Walker, who had 
spent$A127.82 million 
transforming Blackburn from a 
second division also-ran to a 
premier league champion, was 
almost speechless with joy 
rather than despair. 

Within 30secs of conceding 
that goal, news reached Anfield 
that the final whistle had gone 
at Upton Park and that 
Manchester United had drawn 
1-1 at West Ham. 

Only a United victory could 
have deprived Blackburn of the 
title, so Rovers were champions 
for the first time since 1914. 

A last-minute Liverpool 
winner rarely has been so 
inconsequential, and 
supporters who have just seen 
their team go a goal behind 
never have celebrated so hard. 

it was a surreal end toa 
season so full of dramas on and 
off the pitch that it just had to 
be played out to the very last 
kick of the very last league 

e. 

Apart from a few hours on 
December 26, Blackburn had 
been top of the table since 
November 26. Until a month 
ago it had only lost twice since 
late November — once to 
Manchester United and once to 
Tottenham. 

But then it started to 
wobble, allowing Leeds to grab 
a last-minute draw, then losing 
8-2 at home to Manchester City 
two days later before losing 2-0 
at West Ham two weeks ago. 

While Blackburn was 
shaking, Manchester United 
was relentlessly closing the 
gap, first from 11 points to 
eight, then to five and finally to 
two. 

Beaten only twice in the 
league since before Christmas, 
United went to West Ham 
knowing it could take a third- 
successive title if it won and 
Blackburn did not. In the end, 
neither team did win, but the

triumph was all Blackburn's. 

The jubilation capped a 
season that will never be 
forgotten in the old Lancashire 
textile town — and will be long- 
remembered in many other 
places too. 

It will long be recalled in 
Manchester as the season when 
Frenchman Eric Cantona, the 
darling of Old Trafford, kicked 
out at a Crystal Palace fan in 
January and then received a 
ban from the game until next 
September. 

Tt will long be remembered 
in Southampton, after its 
goalkeeper Bruce Grobbelaar 
was accused of fixing matches 
while playing for his former 
club Liverpool. 

The case later involved 
Wimbledon goalkeeper Hans 
Segers and Aston Villa’s John 
Fashanu, although allegations 
against all three players have 
not yet been proved. 

Tt is a season they will never 
forget at Arsenal after George 
Graham, the most successful 
manager in the club’s history 
was dismissed for financial 
irregularity and midfielder 
Paul Merson entered a clinic 
after admitting to alcohol and 
drug abuse. 

It is a season they will never 
forget at Tottenham, where 
German striker Juergen 
Klinsmann became an instant 
hero. 

He helped revitalise a club 
that had been docked six points 
and banned from the Football 
Association Cup for financial 


Tottenham also was flirting 
with relegation until manager 
Ossie Ardiles made way for 
Gerry Francis. 

‘It later had its points 
returned and almost reached 
the FA Cup final, falling to 
Everton in the semi-finals, but 


Tottenham and English soccer 
in general will miss Klinsmann 
next season after his decision to 
return home to Bayern 
Munich. 

It will be a season long 
remembered at Everton too, 
firstly after the club made its 
worst start without a win in 14 
league and cup matches. But 
then it was revitalised with the 
arrival of former player Joe 
Royle as manager in place of 
Mike Walker, and Everton is 
now due to face Manchester 
United in the FA Cup final on 
Saturday. 

The record books will show it 
was the season that Andy Cole 
moved from Newcastle to 
Manchester for a British record 
fee of $414.91 million, as well 


as the season he scored five for 
United in its 9-0 thrashing of 
relegated Ipswich. 

Unfortunatly, the season will 
also be seen as the time that 
soccer hooliganism returned to 
the English game, with right- 
wing factions helping to get the 
Treland-England international 
in Dublin abandoned in 
February. 

The other low point was the 
mmurder of a Crystal Palace fan 
last month before the FA Cup 
semi-final against Manchester 
United. 

But most of all it will be the 
season that Blackburn turned a 
dream into reality and proved 
that romance still does exist in 
English soccer — even if it 
costs $4128 million. 


THE 
OWNER 


ack Walker 
soaked up the 
atmosphere as 
Blackburn 
celebrated its 
first English championship 
in 81 years, and promised 
the Ewood Park faithful 
that he would do whatever 
is necessary to keep the 
club on top of the 
premiership. 

The multi-millionaire steel 
magnate has spent about 
$A127.82 million in turning his 


Two out of three: The goalscorer and the millionalre. 
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boyhood dreams into adult reality, 
as manager Kenny Dalglish has 
taken the club from the old second 
division to the summit of the 
domestic footballing world. 

That achievement was greeted 
with riotous joy by the 30,000 
Rovers fans — 80 per cent of the 
town’s population — who were 
queueing 20-deep outside the 
ground 90 minutes before the 
turnstiles opened and then turned 
Ewood into a pageant of blue and 
white. 

Hundreds, many of whom 
climbed the steep hillside behind 
the Walkersteel stand to watch, 
were locked out as the whole of 
Blackburn seemed to have 
descended on Ewood Park to give 
vent to the town’s delight. 

Dalglish put on a blue and 
white shirt to take part in an 
exhibition ~ match ~between 
apprentices and veterans, with the 
chant of “champions” ringing 
around Ewood throughout the 


game. 

The proof, if it was needed, that, 
Blackburn really had ended 
Manchester United’s domination 
of the English game came when 
premier league chief executive 
Rick Parry presented the trophy 
to skipper Tim Sherwood, 

Walker, Dalglish and his 
backroom team joined the players 
in their lap of honour of the 
ground, itself a high-tech 
testament to the millions the 
owner has ploughed in since 
taking over the club. 

The owner promised that he 
would do everything in his power 
to ensure the astonishing rise of 
the Lancashire club continued. 

“We've got the best and we'll 
keep the best,” said Walker. “We 
probably need just to strengthen 
the team and bring a couple of 
players in. 

“The position we're in though 
means we've got time to do it, We 
can look around a bit before we do 


“We've done an awful lot in a 
short time and you've got to think 
about that, but we'll have a look 
over the summer. 

“But whatever it takes we're 
prepared to make sure we do it, 
We want to get it right and we 
will” 


Walker added that he would do 
all he could to ensure the two men 
most closely associated with the 
team’s triumph — manager 
Kenny Dalglish and 37-goal 
striker Alan Shearer — remained 
at Ewood. 

“T hope Kenny doesn’t want to 
go anywhere from here,” he said. 

“And it’s the same with Ray 
Harford as well. They're such a 


good team. 

“As for Alan, well nobody’s 
been talking about him going 
anywhere have they?” 

Congratulatory messages had 
arrived at Ewood throughout the 
day, including a fax from Old 
Trafford which said: “Keep it 
warm. We want it back next 

But this was very much 
Blackburn’s day of triumph, as 
Walker, once again almost 
overcome with emotion, made 
clear. 

“This is a great night,” he said, 
“But you've Bot to believe it could 
happen, you've got to be a 
believer. In my heart of hearts I 
knew we could do it.” 


enny Dalglish 
has never been 
able to handle 
finishing in 
second place. 

As a soccer player with 
Celtic and then Liverpool, the 
Scot was always used to being 
first. Finishing runner-up to 
Manchester United last 
season only two years after 
his Blackburn Rovers reached 
the Premier League was 
good, but not good enough. 

A year later, Dalglish is at 
the top. 

During his 27-year career 
as a player and a manager, 
Dalglish has earned the 
reputation as being miserly 
with words, The media found 
him difficult to talk to 
because he would rarely give 
them the answers they 
wanted, even in triumph. 

But his deeds and his 
teams have spoken for him. 

While at Celtic, Dalglish 
won five Scottish 
championship medals, four 
Scottish cups and a League 
Cup before he transferred to 
Liverpool in 1977. 

It was the biggest move in 
British soccer at the time, but 
it made no difference to the 
Dalglish success story. The 
medals just kept pouring in. 

While at Liverpool, he won 
five league titles, four League 
Cups and three European 
Champions Cups. He became 
the first player to make 100 
appearances for Scotland and 
the first to score 100 goals in 
both the Scottish and English 
leagues, 

In his first season as 
player-manager, Liverpool 
won its first and only ieague- 
cup double. And in the 14 
years Dalglish was at Anfield, 
there was only one season 
when Liverpool didn’t either 
win the title or place second. 

The team was atop the 
standings in the 1990-91 
season when Dalglish 
stunned English soccer by 
announcing he had quit. 

Significantly, Liverpool 
failed to hang on to that lead, 
wound up second to Arsenal, 
and has not won the title 
since. 

Dalglish said he quit 
because he was mentally 
exhausted. Some observers 
said he was never the same 
after the 1989 tragedy at 
Hillsborough where he 
witnessed the deaths of 96 
Liverpool fans crushed in an 
overcrowded section of the 
stands at the FA Cup semi- 
final against Nottingham 
Forest. 

He stayed away from 
soccer for eight months 
before he was tempted back 
by Blackburn Rovers owner 
Jack Walker. 

“I think he came back for 
the enjoyment of winning,” 
said Newcastle and England 
striker Peter Beardsley, who 
played for Dalglish at 
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Liverpool. “He’s a winner, He 
walked away because he 
wasn't enjoying his job at 
Liverpool. You can see now 
he’s probably more relaxed 
than he has ever been. 
Although it was bad news for 
us at Liverpool when he 
stepped down, it has probably 
done him good.” 

At Blackburn, multi- 
millionaire Walker had 
decided to put his money into 
making Blackburn a club on 
the same level as Liverpool, 
Manchester United, Arsenal 
and Tottenham. 

The trouble was, Rovers 
had spent 12 seasons in the 
division below and needed 
someone to spark a revival on 


the field. 

Dalglish knew the players 
he wanted and used the 
money from “Uncle Jack” to 
rebuild the team. 

Blackburn gained 
promotion in Dalglish’s first 
season. 

In 1992-98, its first season 
in the top flight, Blackburn 
placed fourth of the 22 clubs 
in the standings and reached 
the League Cup semi-final. 
Last season, the team was 
runner-up to Manchester 
United after a close title race. 

This year, Blackburn 
moved into first place in 
November and stayed there, 
The Rovers became the hot 
— and sometimes only —

Southampton, with Chris 
Sutton, a $A10.68 million buy 
from Norwich, They scored a 
combined total of 58 goals in 
the championship season.

The four double- 
winners are Dutch 
free-kick spectalist 
Ronald Koeman, 
Romanian 
sweeper Miodrag 
Belodedici, 
Yugoslav forward 
Dejan Savicevic 
and French 
midfielder Marcel 
Desailly. 

And it is Desailly, the 
Ghana-born midfielder or 
defender, who won the Cup 
with his two clubs in 
successive seasons — With 
Marseille against Milan in 
1993 and then with Milan 
against Barcelona a year 
later. 

Desailly will hope to win a 
record third European Cup 
Final when he plays for AC 
Milan against Ajax 
Amsterdam this Thursday 
morning Australian time. 

Desailly, born on 
September 7, 1968 and 
married with a three-year- 
old daughter, possesses skilt 


great power. This is what 
makes him such an effective 
force either as a defender 
stopping opposing forwards, 
or in midfield’ where his 
physical strength creates 


openings which Dejan 
Savicevic, Roberto 
Donadoni and Marco 


Simone can exploit. 
His story is a typical 
exampie of the rags to 
riches legend which 
continues to inspire 
so many youngsters 
around the 
developing world. 
Born in Accra, 
Desailly never 
knew his father 
and mother and 
was adopted, as a 
baby, by the 
original Marcel 
Desailly, who was 
French consul-general 
in Accra. When the young 
Marcel was only four the 
family all came to Nantes, 
France, 

Young Marcel was 
outstanding at football, track 
and field and tennis. He 
admired Ed Moses and 
Yannick Noah but, when it 
came to making a choice, he 
followed elder brother Seth 
and turned apprentice with 
Nantes. 

From that point, his 
career has been one fong 
string of success. At 18 he 
turned professional and 
made his league debut. at 
right-back against Sochaux, 


His versatility was already 
appreciated and, in a UEFA 
Cup-tie against Torino, he 
played sweeper in the firsr 
leg and stopper in the 
second. 

The young Desailly was 
almost over-whelmed by the 
money he was earning and 
the lifestyle available. 
Fortunately, perhaps, when 
out shopping one day he 
struck up a friendship with 
the girl on the till at his local 
supermarket, they were 
soon married and 
Desailly Was a 
potential playboy 
no longer! 

Few French 
clubs can match 
Nantes when it 
comes 19 
developing 
outstanding young 
players.

Van 
Basten out of the 
game. 

But disaster was 
just around the 
comer for Marseille. 
Two weeks after the 
European triumph, the club 
was plunged into a match- 
fixing scandal and financial 
disaster. 

President Bernard Tapie 
had to sell star players in all 
directions to pay the club’s 
debts, 

Milan, remembering 
Desailly’s starring role 
against Van Basten, snapped 
him up in November 1993. 
They have no regrets, 

After all, at the end of last 
season Desailly made 
Champions Cup history for 
them...

@n the 60s, Valeri 

Lobanoyski, In the 70s, 

L Oleg Blokhin. In the 80s, 
Igor Belanoy. 

And now Victor Leonenko has 
emerged as the brightest star of 
Kiev Dynamo, the brightest star 
of Ukrainian football, 

He has been named Player of 
the Year three times in succession, 
and his gift for scoring — vital 
goals, spectacular goals, any type 
of goals — seems sure to make 
him the latest big money export to 
a western outfit. 

The 90s began badly for Kiev 
Dynamo, the Ukraine's top club. 
Blokhin became a coach in 
Greece. Midfield general 
Alexander Zavaroy joined French 
club Nancy. And Alexei 
Mikhailichenko went [0 
Sampdoria in Italy and then on to 
Rangers in Scotland, 

Then along came 
Leonenko...who is not Ukrainian, 
but Siberian, and reached Kiev via 
Moscow, despite being a big fan of 
his current club. 

He was born in Tumen, the 
industria] heart of Western Siberia, 
and began playing organised 
soccer when he was six. 

He had to start early, because 
the severe weather in that area 
Means that the game can only run 
for six months of each year. 

At 17 Leonenko was a regular 
in the Geolog Tumen team in the 
old Soviet Second Division, and 
had turned down two bigger clubs 
while discussing a possible move 


to Kiev Dynamo, 

At that time, all the Dynamo 
clubs in what was ther the USSR 
were owned by the Ministry of 
Internal Affairs, based in Moscow. 
“I was found by officials from 
Moscow and sent there against my 
will,” he says, 

So although he wanted to play 
for Kiev Dynamo, he found 
himself at their namesake club in 
Moscow, but now does not reget 
the experience. 

“Going to such a club after 
Siberia was like moving from the 
bottom of society to the top,” he 
says. “For the first time I was 
meeting great players I had only 
seen on TV.” 

On the break-up of the Soviet 
Union, however, he elected to go 
to Kiey after all, and left Moscow 
after playing 16 games and scoring 
nine goals, and after a spectacular 
row with the coach, Valeri 
Gazzaev. 

Despite that, the Muscovites 
wanted to keep him, and the case 
went to UEFA, who were perhaps 
taken aback when Leonenko told 
them: “I'll never play in Moscow 
again, even if they give me half the 
city.” 

He got his way, a fee was 
agreed between the two dynamo 
clubs, and Leonenko was free to 
play for the club of his 
choice...when he could get a 
game, 

New coach Mikhail Fomenko, a 
former sweeper, did not see eye to 
eye with the newcomer about his 


tole, and Leonenko was dropped 
several times before gaining a 
regular place. 

His 16 goals helped Dynamo to 
the 1993 championship, and he 
also hit the decisive goal in the 
Cup final to clinch the double for 
his club, 

In the same year he scored 
twice in a sensational 3-1 defeat of 
Barcelona in the Champions cup, 
when Kiev played for 80 minutes 
with 10 men, only for the Catalans 
to take the second leg 4-1. 

Fomenko’s defensive methods 
cost Dynamo the match, according 
to Leonenko, and a furious 
argument ensued. Most people 
sided with the player, and the 
upshot was the coach's 
Tesignation. 

His replacement, Jozef Szabo 
had played for both the big 
Dynamo clubs in the 1960s. 

After a remarkable match last 
September, when Leonenka 
scored twice and inspired his club 
to a 3-2 win after their Moscow 
namesakes had been two up, 
Szabo said: “Victor is the only one 
of the present squad who would 
&ct into my best-ever Kiev team. 

“He's good enough for any side 
in Europe, a winner who makes 
everyone around him play better. 
For me, he is the perfect striker.” 

Eventually the championship 
was retained, with Leonenko 
scoring 15 goals. 

He also put up further 
creditable performances in Europe 
— where three home games drew

CELTIC v 
EXCELSION 
(AIRDRIEONIANS) 
FC 


Now we've got your 
attention it’s time to 
continue, Excelsior Football 
Club was founded in 1878 
and played at Mavisbank (off 
the High St). It wasn’t until 
1881 that they changed their 
name to Airdrieonians FC 
and finally moved to 
Broomfield Park in 1892 
where their first game was a 
3-5 loss against a Queens 
Park XI. Having said 
goodbye to Broomfield at 
the end of the 1993/94 
season after playing 
Dunfermline on May 7, 1994 
they “temporarily” moyed in 
with Clyde at their 
Broadwood Stadium for this 
term. How ironic that two 
clubs not playing at their 
respective grounds have 
made the Scottish FA Cup 
final in 1995? 

Not many sides can match. 
the cup exploits of Celtic in 
the Scottish game and indeed 
Airdrie have only played in 
two finals with the first being 
in 1924, This was played at 
Ibrox before a crowd of 
some 59,218. 

They beat Hibernian 2-0 
with Russell scoring both 
goals. Of the team that day 
— Ewart, Dick, McQueen 
(not Gordon!), Preston, 
McDougall (not Ted!), 
Bennie, Reid, Russell, 
Galagher, McPhail and 
Sommerville, only Dick and 
Sommerville were “un- 
capped” players, an amazing 
feat for a small homely club. 
Their other appearance in 
the final was in 1992 when 
they lost to Rangers 2-1 with 
the Airdrie scorer being A 
Smith (not of Arsenal). 

They have also played 
Celtic in the semi-final stages 
of this competition on no 
fewer than three occasions 
and are yet to beat them. 

In 1955 saw them draw 2- 
2 before losing the replay 0- 
2, 1961 saw a 0-4 defeat. 
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‘Two other _semi’s 
appearances led to defeats by 
Third Lanark (1-2) in 1905 
and Kilmarnock (2-3) in 
1932. for a club of their 
stature and limited resources, 
it is quite an achievement for 
the side to hold this sort of 
record especially when 
considering that they finished 
in fourth place in Division 
One! 

Of course Airdriconians 
did make the semi-final of 
the Coca-Cola Cup this year 
when beaten by eventual 
winners Raith Rovers but 
success has come to the team 
in the shape of the B& Q 
Cup which they won by 
defeating Dundee 3-2 in the 
final. Scorers on the day 
were J Boyle, P Harvey and 
A Smith once more. This can 
go down as a very successful 
season by normal standards 
but winning the Scottish FA 
Cup would certainly cap it 
off nicely. However, the side 
has some other “noteables” 
which you would not 
consider usually: 

#1894 Their biggest win 
Vs Dundee Wanderers in 
Division Two 15-1. Scorers: 
Martin 5, Bob Scott 4, Inglis 
{not Simon the author) 3, 
Kyle 2 and a McDonald own 
goal completed the scoring. 

#1912 Change of strip to 
White with Red Diamond 
first worn against Rangers at 
Ibrox. 

1922-26 Four 
consecutive seasons as 
Division One runners-up. 

#1956 First Scottish 
match played under 
permanent floodlights Vs 
Blackburn. Lost 2-3 with 
Baird scoring for Airdrie. 

#1970 First match in 
Scotland decided on “penalty 
kicks” when they drew 2-2 
with Notts Forest. Airdrie 
scored with five attempts 
“keeper MacKenzie joining 
in by saving three shots. 

1988 Fastest goal scored 


in Scottish football when 
John Butler netted against 
Falkirk reserves after just 
five seconds! 

This names just a few but 
gives you an idea of just how 
hard this little club has 
battled over the years to 
compete with the “big boys” 
as they say. 

Celtic on the other hand 
have won the cup more 
times than you’ve had hot 
dinners, no fewer than 29 
occasions in fact, with the 
Jast being in 1989. This was 
the last major trophy to find 
its way into the trophy 
rooms and the defeat in this 
year’s Coca-Cola Cup final 
to Raith Rovers must be seen 
as a chance lost when 
considering the proud 
history of the “Bhoys”. 

The other Scottish Cup 
wins were in: 1892, 99, 1900, 
04, 07, 08, 11, 12, 14, 23, 25, 
27, 31, 33, 37, SI, 54, 65, 67 
(won the European Cup this 
year and became the first 
“British” club to do so), 69, 
Tl, 72, 74, 75, 77, 80, 85 and 
88. Not a bad record for a 
team Who started life when a 
Marist brother (brother 
Walfrid) started a side to use 
the game of football to raise 
money for the poor and 
hungry of Glasgow’s 
improverished East End. A 
noble dead but no-one could 
have imaged what was to 
come, the legend of the 
“Bhoys” was born. 

Celtic hold the record for 
consecutive League 
championships too having 
won nine straight between 
1966 and 74, a feat their “old 
firm” rivals are trying to 
beat having just won their 
seventh in a row. Added all 
together and it makes 35 
Championships, 29 SFA 
Cups and nine League Cups 
which just about proves 
Celtic’s pedigree “north ‘O' 
the border”, 

No-one would suggest that 


Sacecer 
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this will be an easy game for 
either side but history is 
heavily stacked in the 
Glasgow side's comer. 

Like most, 1 would 
naturally assume that the 
Bhoys will be overwhelming 
favourites but you’ve got to 
shout for the underdogs 
sometimes. 

The mood at Hampden 
will be tense and here’s:what 
some of the Celtic people 
have been saying recently: 
“we want to forget about the 
cup final and make sure we 
go into it with a guaranteed 
place in Europe by finishing 
second in the league. 

The team may want to 
think about it but they have 
to realise that only those 
who play with passion and 
conviction will gain a place 
in the side!”... Skipper Paul 
McStay adds; “We've got 
something to play for this 
time around and it’s great. 
The season has been quite 
successful so far, apart from 
the League Cup. Now though 
we have our character back 
and have second place in the 
league to go for and 
obviously the Scottish Cup. 
Being in the final is brilliant 
but I think it’s really 
important to get on with the 
job in hand and that means 
those league games.” Indeed 
Celtic's mission this year has 
been to: 

Rebuild the first team. 
Complete redevelopment 
of Celtic Park and make it 
one of the best stadiums in 
Europe. 

 Retuming Celtic to its 
former status of one of the 
best in Europe. 

Meet the aspirations of 
supporters at home and 
abroad, 

To help with the 
regeneration of Glasgow’s 
East End. 

Promote Celtic Park as a 
major seated venue in 
Scotland and the UK. 

Unfortunately they, like 
Airdrie, finished in fourth 
place and so missed out on 
an automatic spot in Europe 
but this in turn means there’s 
everything to play for from 
both sides. My prediction 
would have to be Celtic 3-1 
but the underdog syndrome 
contained within all neutrals 
wants an exciting game, 
plenty of goals and perhaps

This book is written by 
Kevin Baldwin, In the brief 
preface about the author it 
states: “Born in 1961 and 
baptised at Carrow Road in 
1967”, 

His first book was called 
Norfolk “n’” Good which said 
correctly could sound quite 
tude but is in fact-about the 
best ever drudge on about the 
canaries? 

Is it another boring copycat 
affair after the success of Nick 
Hornby’s FEVER PITCH 
which covered his thoughts and 
trials of following Arsenal in 
the late 60s to date? 


Perhaps another book 
about what a wonderful fan T 
am because I go to an away 
game each year...if I can! The 
answer to all of these 
questions is a resounding NO 
IT’S NOT! 

The book is all about 
football etiquette or, to put it 
another way, the correct way 
to be a supporter and what to 
expect when you finally realise 
that the “obsession” has struck 
you, 

After reading it you will 
Tealise just how true to life it is 
and the underlying tones that 
Tun throughout become more 
obvious. Don’t get me wrong, 
the book is hillarious and not a 
political pamphlet on the game. 
but I'd better try and explain 
more about it I suppose. To 
say it’s 275 pages of wit, 
humour and laughs would be 
the easy way out! 

Let’s take chapter one for 
example: “I wanna be in that 
number” or “Choosing your 
team”. Most of us follow our 


father’s lead or more often 
than not, the team actually 
choose’s us. The first team you 
ever see is the side you follow 
for the rest of your life but 
there are many other reasons 
for doing so too and just about 
every one is explored here 
with hiltarious results. 

Indeed every aspect of 
being a supporter is catered for 
in this publication and is 
writing in such a manner as to 
be easy going and highly 
amusing that would soon have 
us all odding our heads in 
agreement. We've all done the 
sort of things mentioned in 
here at some time or other 
although we sometimes 
pretend we do not, Here’s a 


on buying food 
outside the grounds — and 
basic first aid tips should you 
ignore it.

“Utility player”. 

@ How to spot the serious 


addict — his house is painted 
in his team’s colours. 

I Which genetic aberration 
produces a Wimbledon 
supporter. 

@ How to get into grounds 
without paying — try joining 
the Red Devil's Parachute 
team, 

@ How to pass that long 
boring week and a half during 
the summer when there isn’t 
any football, 

All the tips are here to help 
you cope with the lonely life of 
following your team. How to. 
arrange an excuse with the 
wifefhusband, children, 
parents, in-laws etc when a 
match falls on their birthday or 
what to tell the boss when you 
disappear for that “mid-week” 
game. It’s all here and much, 
much more. This is the 
definitive “following football” 
book and once started is 
impossible to put down except 
when drying your eyes through 
laughter. It’s not often 1 laugh 
out loud when reading but my, 


family almost called the doctor 
in at one stage as my normal 
behavioural patterns went out 
of the nearest window. 

‘There is one opportunity I 
cannot pass up and it comes in 
chapter 13, “What the f*** is 
going on?” or Understanding 
the finer points. 

Here the author lists 
positions and formations 
teams can use but some of the 
gems this segement contains 
are quite brilliant. The 45-4 
formation — “This occurs 
when the opposition have been 
given permission to field three 
extra players for the day. To 
help you spot who these 
additional players are one 
carries a whistle and the other 
two have flags!” How many 
times have you seen this 
formation at the game? Or 
how's this: Sweeper — In 
Britain a player who tries to 
clean up the mess made by his 
team mates, on the continent 
an elegant player who 
orchestrates every move. 


Indeed this book is quite 
Temarkable in many ways. The 
humour is new as opposed to 
the usual staff, it’s inventive, 
yery close to home and 
extremely funny, 

As books on following 
footie and supporters go it 
leaves a lot for dead and is not 
in the same mould as the 
“serious attempts” to explain 
what being a supporter is all 
about. On usually finds that 
books will have a “dead area” 
somewhere within the pages 
but This Supporting Life 
certainly did not as far as I find 
anyway. It gave me immense 
pleasure and is thoroughly 
enjoyable, 

Steve Lorenzon (Norwich 
City Rep in NSW) had this to 
‘The Baldwin book is a 
Masterpiece. No truer book on 
football has ever been written, 
The cartoon depicting the 
vulture hovering over the pie 
and hotdog outlet is the 
Spitting image of the 
mercenary who sold those cold 


tasteless things outside Carrow 
Road! Maybe it was a 
management plot to harden us 
up when things got dicey? The 
vendor has probably been 
assasinated by now but the 
book is written by a true fan of 
the game.”

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Brentford: Promising a bright future 


rentford were formed 

in 1889, turning 
professional a decade 
—later. 

They first playéd behind 
the Wesleyan Chapel at 
Clifden Road. They played at 
four other grounds before 
moving permanently to 
Griffin Park in 1904. They 
played in the Southern 
League until 1920s mass 
exodus to the football 
league. 

Their first season in 
Division Three, that of 
1920/21, saw Brentford 
finish second last. Through 
the 1920s the bees were just 
another average third 
division south side. In 
1929/30 Brentford changed 
this perception by winning 
all 21 of their home games. 
But Plymouth won five 
more away games than 
Brentford’s seven, and so 
the bees finished runners up. 
They finished third in 
1930/31, fifth in 1931/32, 


yOnE; 


finally taking out third 
division south in 1933, Jack 
Holliday scored 38 league 
goals that season, plus one in 
the FA Cup, to set a new 
club record. In one match in 
January 1993 Holliday 
scored five goals: and 
Brentford still did not win, 
drawing 5-5 with Luton. 
Brentford came fourth in 
the second division in 
1933/34, and improved even

more a season later to win 
Division Two by five points. 
tn 1934 saw another 
Brentford player score five 
goals in one game, this time 
it was Billy Scott as his side 
thumped Barnsley 8-1. In 
1949 Peter McKennan 
would become the only other 
‘Brentford player to achieve 
this personal feat. 

In the 1934/35 Division 
Two championship season 


they were again undefeated 
at home but did draw twice, 
to Plymouth Argyle (who 
finished = sixth) and 
Nottingham Forest (who 
finished ninth). In 1935/36 
the club finished in its highest 
ever place of fifth in 
Division One, 10 points off 
the top. For the following 
two seasons the side. finished 
sixth. In 1938’s FA Cup the 
club made the sixth round 
for the first time. The 36,626 
people at Griffin Park saw 
Brentford lose 0-3 to 
eventual cup winners 
Preston North End. The bees 
would make the FA Cup 
sixth round again in 1946, 
1949, and 1989. They lost in 
1946 and 1949 to the 
eventual cup losing finalists, 
and 1989's defeat was to 
Liverpool, who won that 
year’s FA Cup. 
The first league season 
after WWII Brentford 
finished second last. For two 
seasons they struggled. to 


avoid relegation a second 
time. In 1954 they did get 
relegated to the third 
division. In January 1957 
Brentford lost to Walsall 0- 
7, a score first set by 
Swansea against Brentford in 
1924. In 1957/58 Brentford 
came runners up, a win 
behind champions Brighton 
and HA. 

Had Brighton lost to 
Watford, not beaten them, 
Brentford would have won 
the title on goal difference. 
(Mind you Brighton did win 
that game 6-0!). A year later, 
1959 Brentford finished third 
in Division Three, four 
points from promotion. In 
1962 saw Brentford 
relegated to Division Four 
for the first time. They won 
Division Four on the first 
attempt. 

Back in Division Three in 
1963/64 things started well, 
in October defeating 
Wrexham 9-0. Things fell 
away and Brentford finished 
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16th. In 1964/65 Brentford 
missed out on promotion by 
two points, the following 
year was not as good as 
Brentford came second last. 
In 1967 QPR wanted to 
redevelop Griffin Park, a 
year later Brentford 
announced they were to 
move to Hillingdon 
Borough, something they did 
not endup doing, 

In 1971/72 Brentford 
came third to win.promotion 
back to Division Three, but 
fell straight back down. This 
time Brentford remained in 
Division Four until winning 
promotion by coming fourth 
in 1977/78. They just 
avoided relegation in 
1983/84, just when they had 
expected better success after

Griffin Park, Braemer Rd, 
Brentford, Middlesex, TW8 ONT.

The 1983 season was not 
helped when Griffin Park's 
main stand was two thirds 
burnt down in February. 

Tn 1991/92 Brentford won 
the third division title by a 
point over Birmingham. 
They were promoted to the 
newly named Division One 
but lost out in their new 
division, taking the third 
relegation spot. In 1993/94 
the side finished 16th in 
Division Two. 

Griffin Park now has a 
capacity of 13,870, 4000 of 
which are seats. This season 
has shown there are more 
promising signs of future 
success for Brentford FC.
